UCMAN vanity is the bane of science, 

We resent any suggestion that we are 

related to creatures whom we consider 
inferior to ourselves. Charles Darwin never 
said that we are descended from monkeys, 
but the belief that he did say so made his 
great name hateful to hundreds of thou- 
sands in the England of his own day and 
in America even today. Indeed, the spec- 
tacle of Darwin's detractorse—not of his 
honest opponents—might tempt us to sus- 
pect that we are, in spite of. his own teach- 
ing, descended from monkeys after all, had 
not modern research shown that mental 
characteristics are thoroughly unreliable 
guides in the determination of heredity. if 
it could be proved that we are descended 
from birds of paradise there would be no 
resentment. 

- - a 

Biologically we are animals, but we like 
to think that between ourselves and the 
other animais there is a gap. There is yet 
another gap which we do not want to be 
filled. Different as we may be from other 
animals—or from the “lower animals” as 
we prefer to call them—we cannot deny 
that they eat, breathe, sleep and are happy 
and unhappy. just as we are. They are 
alive, and we and they have life in common. 
But between the living and the nonliving 
there seemed to be an absolute, unsur- 
mountable abyss. There could be no “miss- 
ing link” here, 

Reason operates very siowly, but im- 
placably and irresistibly, and we are grow- 
ing accustomed to our relationship with 
other animals, even if on the far side of 
the Atlantic the mention of this relation- 
ship is considered irreligious. But we still 
like to be downright in repudiating any 
relationship with “dead matter.”

There ts an Organism first discovered by 
the Englishman Twort and rediscovered by 
the Frenchman d'Herelee cailed the bac- 
teriophage.

tained by bacteriologists-are realized, be 
trained to do his deadly work in our de- 
fense).

ozone (which is a modified form of oxy- 
gen). The ultra-violet rays from the sun 
were therefore unimpeded. Much of the 
nitrogen now in the air was probably “com- 
bined with metals “as nitride in the earth’s 
crust, so that ammonia was constantly being 
formed by the action of water.” «Much of 
the carbon now combined in organic sub- 
stances, in chalk, limestone, and dolomite, 
was in the atmosphere as carbon dioxide. 

When ultra-violet light acts on a mix- 
ture of water, carbon dioxide. and ammonia 
a number of organic substances are manu- 
factured. Nowadays these substances are 
destroyed by micro-organisms—that is to 
say that they decay. But before the origin 
of life “they must have accumulated till the 
primitive oceans reached the consistency of 
hot, dilute soup.” Mr. Haldane gives a 
number of reasons for supposing that we 
are descended from this soup. The first liv. 
ing or half-living things, so’ he suggests, 
were “large molecules synthesized under 
the influence of the sun's radiation.” As 
they used up the foodstuffs available in the 
sea some of them “began to perform in 
their own bodies the synthesis formerly per- 
formed by the sunlight.” and so the first 
piants came inte existence, “living near the 
surface of the ocean and making food with 
the aid of the sunlight as do their descend. 
ants today.” And it may be. Mr. Haldane 
suggests, that our ancestors were these first 
Plants whose ancestry was soup.

The interest In Mr. Haldane’s admittedly 
tentative speculation is not merely the close 
reasoning with which it is presented. but 
also the fact that it presupposes conditions 
that can be reproduced in the laboratory. 
Cane sugar, an organic substance. has a}. 
ready been artificially manufactured. and 
it is possible that an enzyme (a kind of 
ferment) will be made within the next few 
decades. Mr. Haldane hopes he will live 
to see it done, but he does not think any- 
thing so much alive as a bacteriophage wil] 
be made artificially in his time. Experi- 
mental proof or disproof of his SURES Stion 
is, therefore. ® long way off. But theoret- 
ically it is possibie. 

He will, no doubt. ae he himsecif seems 
to anticipate, be criticised as a “material. 
ist.” But his suggestion will not be dis- 
proved that way any more than the Dar. 
winian hypothesis was disproved by the 
dislike of the monkey-rejationship. The 
word “materialism” is, or should be, obso- 
lete. We know a great deal more about 
matter than we did 50 or indeed 29 years 
ago, but our deeper knowledge has made 
matter scem more mysterious than erer, 
and has robbed the word “materialiem” of

ABLE fashions change! Once 
T ine setting for a formal] din- 

ner would have accepted noth- 
ing less than a snow-white cloth 
of restrained, conventional pattern. 
a meticulous arrangement of cut 
flowers for its centerpiece, and a 
full “set’’ of matched china for the 
service, 

Today it is quite permissible to 
use a cloth of plain or. pattermed 
damask, either in white or the 
palest paste] colors. And in elab- 
orate surroundings an all-lace cloth 
or one combining linen and lace 
is in good taste, providing the ao- 
pointments of the table are in ac- 
cord with a foundation of this type. 

For the centerpiece, instead of 
natural flowers, it is smart to use 
such novelties as crystal’ trees, 
flowers of wax, tinted porcelain, 
crystal or celophane arranged in 
a low, flat bowl] of tinted glass

And instead of using set china, 
we may have our choice of one 
pattern or different designs for the 
different courses, each pattern in 
some way showing its color rela- 
tionship to the’ préceding~ cours.

Simple Science for Everybody 


By Colin G. Welles, Ph. D. 
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HE fact is, that the earth’s 
T crus is too big for its shrink- 

ing, cooling insides. And con- 
sequently, it is never quiet. It 
shrinks and twists and slips and 
cracks, to fit. 


The cooler the inside of the 
earth becomes (and it gets cooler 
with the passing centuries) the 
smaller the crust must become, to 
fit it. And since the crust is thin, 
compared to the middle, its rocks 
and mountains are snapped and 
bent and strained constantly. 


Just taking hold of a hard rock, 
one wouldn't think it would bend. 
But judging rock from scientific 
standards, it is comparatively rub- 
bery and bendable, as hard things 
go, and the earth’s crust will stand 
quite a bit of stretching before it 
breaks, 


Of course, in the end, when the 
curves and folds of the wrinkles 
in the crust are more than the 
rocks can stretch, the break 
c*~mes, 

There is a great smashing and 
cracking and sliding as millions 
of tons of rock split into a long 
rift and slip up and down and 
sideways, making big sharp angles 
of the layers of rock. And, of 
course, the countryside near the 
rift is considerably shaken up by 
the cracking. 


Ths quaking of the earth causes 
much damage in cities and makes 
people who have known “earth- 
quakes live in terror of them. 
Buildings are toppled over, and 
wooden ones immediately burst 
into flame. People are killed by

flying bricks or stones 
burned to death. 

But away from buildings, the 
earthquakes would be more excit- 
ing than dangerous. In the trop- 
ics where people know how to 
build their houses so that they are 
not often shaken over, and where, 
even when they are, there is no 
great loss, there people feel earth- 
quakes every few days, and scarce- 
ly bother to mention it to their 
rreighbors. 

It is only in elties of brick and 
stone and wood, where earthquakes 
kill thousands. 

Those that occur under the floor 
of the ocean, cause a big rushing 
wave of water, which wofks its 
damage on the cities along the 
coast, sometimes drowning whole 
towns, it is so gigantic. These 
waves are called tidal waves, and 
probably you've read about one 
recently, or some older person has, 
who will tell you what happened.
